Fortifying the Sirnplon. 


Both Italy and Switzerland are tsk- 
ng measures to fortify the entrances 
of the Simplon tunnel, while in the 
tunnel Itself engineers are engaged in 
constructing mines and strengthening 
:hose already in place in order to be 
able to blow it up at a moment notice 
n the event of war. Near tbe middle 
of the tunnel, a few yards from the 
Swiss frontier, Italian engineers have 
put in place a double iron door that 
can resist the rush of an express train 
traveling at the rate of sixty miles an 
heur. This iron door is worked by 
electricity from Iselle, the station at 
the Italian end of the tunnel, and un- 
der ordinary conditions it la hidden 
In the rocky side of the tunnel. The 
door-is carefully tested once a week. 
The mines are connected with Brigue 
and Iselle by electric devices, so that 
by the mere pressure of a button the 
Blmplon tunnel conld be destroyed- in 
a second.—Harper's Weekly.
